Turning to afrm prices and con- 
sumers’ reactions to higher living 
costs, he acknowledged that prices 
had. risen steadily in the last year 
but pointed out that the rise start- 
ed from very low levels and that 
prices were little above parity now. 
Food prices, in comparison with 
other prices, have been low for 
years, he said, adding that “these 
cheap prices have been taken out 
of the farmer’s hide.” 

“Consumers as a group feel that 
farmers should have fair prices, 
which, to me, means parity 
prices,” he continued. “But if 
prices go much beyond parity, I 
am afraid consumers will decide 
that farmers are trying to take 

advantage of them. And unless 
consumers support us, we will nev- 
er be able to keep parity returns 
for farm products.” 

Secretary Wickard aroused the 
ire of some members of the Senate 
farm bloc yesterday by disclosing 
that the administration intended to 
curb to steep increases in farm 
prices by using its authority under 
the new price control bill to buy 
and sell commodities, These Sena- 
tors acknowledged that this new 
power probably could hold farm 
prices to parity and that in this 
way what they considered a victory 
in the legislative fight over the 
price control bill would be nullified. 

Will Fight for Parity. 

In his diacussion of farm prices 
at today’s Meeting he said: “Let me 
try to state my position in a few 
words. I have fought for parity. I 
heve helped win parity. I will fight 
to maintain parity. ‘

Interpreting the War News 
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To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 
HOUSANDS of workers living in 
towns and villages and even on 

farms within a 100-mile radius of this big 

industrial area are really worried over 
the transportation problem. Most of 
them, if still driving their own cars, are 
riding on tires that are irreplaceable. 
When the shifts change at the big mu- 
nitions plants, the huge oil refineries, the 
steel, aircraft and other industries op- 
erating at top speed, 24 hours a day, 
seven days a week, the highways are 
erowded with miles of cars, nose to end, 
each loaded with men moving to and 
from work. All their passengers are 
doing jobs vital to the war effort. 
When Bill's tires wear too thin to make 
another trip safely, Bill crowds in with 

Whitey, who already has five passen- 

gers. Whitey’s tires are pretty good and 

with luck should last out the winter, 

but each time the car ahead makes a 

sudden stop and Whitey has to slam 

on the brakes, that little skid of precious 
rubber on concrete hurts like a scratch 
on the eyeball, and every man in the 
car blasts out a warning, for when 

Whitey’s tires are gone, what then? 

Walk five miles from their. village to 
the main highway and take a bus? The 
busses, always full, are now overcrowd- 
ed, and the companies aren’t putting on 
any more busses. They can’t get them. 

Anyway, the bus schedules don’t fit the 

shift-workers’ hours. Mornings, 8 to 4; 

afternoons, 4 to 12; the “graveyard,” 

midnight to 8 a. m. 

What about the railroads? Whitey’s 
iown is served by one of the biggest. 

"Heavily loaded freights go screaming 


" through, but only two trains stop there 


now. The local, one a day each way, 
derisively called the “Leaky Roof and 
Shaky” and other uncomplimentary 
names, is made up of a small locomea- 
tive, an old express car, usually two box 
cars and an ancient wooden passenger 
coach, whose dusty windows stare blind- 
ly and never a passenger inside to keep 
the brakeman company. 

The railroad wished to discontinue this 
unprofitable service, but a handful of 
farmers protested that it was the only 
means of shipping their cream, so the 
little, deserted station is opened for a 
few hours each day to receive and dis- 
charge freight, and the company pa- 


tiently marks B——ville in the red, 


month after month, The same situation 
exists in hundreds of villages and towns 
in this busy area; which is served by a 
dozen or more steam railroads. 

We are beginning to look back regret- 
fully to the good old days when people 
depended on the local train. There was 
no worry then about gas and tires; no 
fighting traffic on congested highways. 
FWighting traffic was unheard of, and 
there were few highways. The traveler 
just went to the depot and sat down in 
the waiting room, knowing that when 
he boarded the 5:30 he could relax com- 
fortably, read his newspaper or check 
ever things to be done. 

In cold ‘weather, the waiting room' was 
heated by ‘the traditional pot-bellied 
stove, blazing red. Coaches were usual- 
ly comfortable; if not, passengers com- 
plained to the conductor, who knew most 
of them by name and inquired about 
their folks. Their destination reached, 
there was no worry about parking the 
thing and locking the door. Passengers 
just stepped off and went about their 
business; knowing the old local train 
would be there at the appointed time 
to take them home.

He actually places the inter- 
ests of the cotton growers ahead of the needs of na- 
tional defense! — | 

It seems incredible that these men can still be 
living back in the days of 1933, when the Govern- 
ment came to the aid of farmers struggling in the 
depths of a ruinous depression by means of generous 
subsidies and stringent producfion ¢ontrols. They 
do not seem to realize that instead of an economy 
of, scarcity, made necessary by glutted markets and 
depressed public buying power, we are now in an 
economy of plenty, when more and more farm 
products are needed and public buying power is at 
an all-time high. ! ' 

Between 1919 and 1929, while other enterprise was 
enjoying prospérity, the gross amnual farm income 
fell from 16 to 11 billion dollars. In 1932, it reached 
the low point of less than five billions. It was to 
relieve this acute distress that the AAA law of 1933 
was passed, followed by the Soil Conservation Act of 
1936. Quotas, reduced production and subsidy pay- 
ments were the emérgency methods used to tide the 
farmers over their crisis. * 

Now the picture is completely changed. Because 
of the defense program and increased buying power, 
farm income in 1941 was more than 11% billions’ 
(including subsidies), the highest since 1920.. Now, 
instead of curtailing production, the vital need is 
for. virtually universal expansion. 

Secretary Wickard said in St. Louis today that 
farmers must produce to the “absolute limit of their 
ability” to meet the nation’s wartime needs. ‘ 

Those needs are nothing short of staggering. The 
millions of men in the armed services fequiré vast 
quantities of food. Under lease-lend, this country is 
undertaking to furnish Britain a billion dollars’ worth 
of foodstuffs in 1942, enough to fill a freight car 
2400 miles long, and to aid its other allies substan- 
tially. The cutting off of Far Hastern products, such 
as oils and sugar, means a great.increase in Ameri. 
can acreage to supply substitutes. 

The Department of Agriculture urges particularly 
an increase in oil-bearing crops, such as soybeans, 
flaxseed and peanuts, totaling 18,500,000 acres. Its goal 
for corn is 5,000,000 additional acres, to insure great- 
er meat, dairy and poultry production. Even for 
cotton, which Senator Smith still wants to hoard in 
warehouses, Mr. Wickard is urging an additional 
million’ acres, especially of the long-staple Egyptian 
variety. His call includes more sugar-beet and cane 
acreage, 10 per cent more vegetables, more wool, 
and so on through many categories, with wheat the 
only major product where restrictions are still con- 
sidered necessary. 

All this is a realization of the farmer’s dream of 
many decades. It means a market at guaranteed 
prices for all he can raise. It means a patriotic 
service in making America the food reservoir as 
well as the arsenal of democracy. For those who 
fear such a slump as followed the huge production 
of 1914-18, Secretary Wickard offers confident as- 
surance that “our farm program, forged out of the 
problems left by the last World War, is strong 
enough to meet the strains of the new. post-war 
period.” | , 

But ever so loyal a friend of the farmer as Mr. 
Wickard opposes letting prices go much above parity, 
lest inflation result and agriculture lose its nine-year 
gains, as he warned today would happen. 

The farmer’s welfare is assured if he will co-op- 
erate with the expansion program and its guarantee 
of fair prices. The short-sighted men who urge higher 
profits and continued restrictions are still back in 
the days when little pigs were slaughtered. 


AGREEMENT BETWEEN PERU AND ECUADOR. 

It was inevitable that in the welter of war news 
the settlement of the century-old dispute between 
Peru and Ecuador should receive less attention than 
in calmer times. Yet this agreement is a consider- 
able achievement and goes down in Pan-American 


history to the credit of the Rio conference. The
